A PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE ACTIVE. 


Land, Titles Office Badly Needed at Red Deer. 


The Board of Trade held an impor- 
tant meeting in the Oddfellows’ Hall 
Friday evening last. There was a 
goodly attendance of membersand un- 
animity of feeling prevailed unusual 
in a Board of Trade meeting in Red 
Deer. A publicity campaign was de- 
cided upon and will be carried out at 
an early date. The great importance 
of more Land Titles offices in the pro 
vince was also warmly discussed, and 
Red Deer’s needs in this respect was 
pointed out and steps taken to reme- 
dy the evil if possible. 

The chair was taken by President 
) George W. Greene, and among mem- 


Stone, E. Michener, W. E. Payne, 
R. L. Gaetz, H. J. Snell. F. Mott, 
J. Malcolm, .C. H. Huestis, R. B. 
Welliver, H. G. Munro, F. W. Gal- 
braith, G. W. Smith, A. F. Botsford 
H. H. Humber, Lee Maupin, and J. 
A. Carswell. 

The president said the time was 
opportune for a progressive forward 
movement, and hoped every member 
of the Board would feel it his duty 
to help on the good work. Mr. Gal- 
braith had been engaged to act as 
secretary for three months, but had 
in reality acted for six months, and 
it would be the duty of the Board 
to select a new secretary. 

He said there was a strong feeling 
in favor of securing a publicity agent 
who would act as secretary of the 
Board of Trade. This question could 
now be discussed and he called on 
R. L. Gaetz to address the meeting. 

Before Mr. Gaetz proceeded Lee 
Maupin was selected to act as secre- 
tary of the r2::'ng 

Mr. Gaetz had always favored a 
forward movement but some _ had 
thought the time inopportune last 
‘spring. Now he felt we should all 
make a forward movement. He had 
done a little canvassing and had sent 
out a circular asking for subscrip- 
tions towards a publicity movement, 
and he had got splendid support and 
thought we should make an effort 
new to do something. Mr. Michener 
and he had waited on a large jobber 
who visited ‘Calgary with a view to 
having his firm locate here. He said 
the time was hardly opportune for 
a branch at the present time, but 
when the Alberta Central and C.N.R. 
passed through the town, they would 
build here. The gentleman was con- 
fident Red Deer would be a great 
and progressive centre in a few years 
as he had secured intormation first 
hand which led him to believe the 
Alberta Central Railway would even- 
tually be a part of a trans-continent- 
al system to the coast via the Yel- 
lowhead Pass. Mr. Gaetz said he 
would: wait on members of the 
Board of Trade and others and give 
them an opportunity to subscribe to 
the fund to carry on the publicity 
campaign. 

KE. Michener spoke of the prelimin- 
ary work necessary preparing for the 
growth which is bound to come. He 
had done service for the town at the 
coast and elsewhers, and wough we 
did not do enough campaign work. 
He spoke of the benefit of a nice il- 
lustrated pamphlet of our town, said 
pamphlet could b2 distributed ‘en:.ng 
people coming west of Winnipeg, 
Moose Jaw and other places. A pub 
licity agent could do a great deal 
in advertising the town. A gentle- 
man high up in ta: CN.R. ecspany 
informed him that the company in- 
tended building their Strathcona to 
Calgary line, touching at Red Deer 
at once. He considered this an op- 
portune time to start a forward 
mdvement in a publicity campaign. 

Mr. Michener said a great deal of 
interest was taken in Red Deer by 
people in all parts of the Province, 
and Calgary real estate men intended 
visiting the town in the near future, 
to interest themselves in sub-divi- 
sions. They all were fully convinced 
of a great future for our town. 

Mr. Welliver had no objection to 
the present proposition of a publici- 
ty campaign by private subscription 
and he would help it along. It 
would take some time to get the 
work going, and by the beginning of 
the year things would be in. full 
swing. He would not favor anything 
but an honest forward movement and 
that alone. Things had been said 
about the town that were exagerated 
and he did not think that brought 
results. He believed the Alberta 


Central would go on early next year 
and the C.N.R. would no doubt reach 
our town, therefore he felt strongly 
favorable to a forward movement 
now. 

A motion was then submitted to 
the meeting by R. L. Gaetz and R. 
B. Welliver authorizing the gather- 
ing of subscriptions for publicity pur- 
poses and securing if possible, a sec- 
retary who would act. as publicity 
agent for the Board. The motion 
carried unanimously. 

Mr. Michener said Latimer, Bot- 
terill and Hill, of Calgary, had offer- 
ed to place exhibits of Red Deer dis- 
trict grains and grasses in their of- 
fice and said Mr. Botterill should be 
vested with some power to act as 
agent for Red Deer. 

It was decided to send Mr. Botter- 
ill his credentials as Vice-President 
of the Board of Trade, and also pow- 
er under sanction of the President to 
act for us in Calgary. 

Mr. Welliver said he was going to 
send a few samples of grain to Lat- 
imer, Botterill & Hill in. the sheaf 
in the near future. : 

Mr. Tallman and the President 
were appointed a committee to fur- 
nish the firms in Calgary with sam- 
ples of grains and grasses: <‘ 

Mr. Snell spoke of a representative 
of an English pottery firm who was 
anxious to locate in Western Canada 
if the clay here was satisfactory they 
might locate here if properly approa- 
ched. He felt this firm was a good 
financial firm and could be suited 
here as our clay was as good, if not 
better than Calgary or other parts 
of Alberta. He suggested sending 
samples of our clay to the firm, as 
other places had done. 

Mr. Welliver moved that H. H. 
Gaetz and H. J. Snell procure tam- 
t les o* Red Deer clay and forward to 
the company, which was vxrried 

Some general remarks were made 
cf the clay depus'ts in this district 
which were of the best, “ome being 
for terra cotta work and others for 
hardware. 'Therc were larg? dep. sits 
down the xiver of axcellsit clay. 


LAND TITLES OFFICE. 


Mr. Welliv:r read an arte‘e with 
regard to more juand Titles ¢“lic.3 in 
Alberta from ine Vermilion Stan- 
dard strongly urging for more Lands 
Titles Offi ss. 

He hoped the Board of ‘Lrade 
would take the matter up and strong 
ly urged for a Lands Titles Olid at 
Red Deer... He thought this  Pro- 
vince should have five Lands Titles 
offices, two were not enough We 
should have no difficulty in proving 
our claim to sueh an office. 

W. E. Payne showed the objection 
to the present large districts covered 
by the Lands Titles office. Often 
in such a large territory two or more 
men are of the same name and these 
names often .become mixed up and 
caused much annoyanee and delay. 
He spoke of the immense amount of 
papers that were not absolutely safe 
from fire in Edmonton. They had 
more there than’ they could possibly 
attend to and protect properly. Ifa 
fire got into the registry office the 
loss might be deplorable. In Ontar- 
io almost every county has a regis- 
try office. 

Mr. Michener said we should make 
a strong claim for a registry office 
at Red Deer He thought the Board 
should take strong concerted action 
along the lines laid down. 

Mr. Greene showed how the present 
plan worked out by centralizing all 
the business at one or two points in 
the province to the detriment of the 
rest of the province. 

Messrs Payne and Welliver were ap- 
pointed a com...ittee to take action 
with regard to the Lands Titles Of- 
fice. 

Strong concorted action with the 
rest of the province for more ‘Land 
Titles offices was agreed to by the 
meeting and the Board adjourned 
shortly after ten o’clock.

WESTERN FARMERS 
PROTEST. 


The Economist of London, Eng., 
is a financial weekly journal of high 
repute. t is a journal of strong free 
trade views. In its issue of August. 
27th, it publishes a letter from 'Ed- 
monton, Alberta, in which it dis- 
cusses Sir Wilfrid’s Laurier’s troub- 
Jes in his western tour. . In the 
course of this letter the correspond- 
ent of the Econonist says: 

‘* Sir Wilfrid’s position is uncom- 
fortably vulnerable. When the Lib- 
eral party was in opposition, it 
promised to eliminate every particle 
of protection from the Canadian 
Tariff and introduce free trade ‘‘ as 
they have it in England.” Sir Wil- 
frid toured the West on the subject, 
and gave his personal assurance that 
this should be done. The farmer de- 
legates now dig up these old speeches 
of his and bluntly ask him to live 
up to them, or they disentomb the 
Liberal platform of 1893, and warn 
him that he and his Liberal friends 
have broken faith with the people. 
The Liberal farmers’ articles on the 
free list and reduced the duties on 
others, but the reduction has in 
many instances been nullified in 
whole or in part by inereasea in the 
valuation of the imported article un- 
der the Dumping Act, a Liberal 
measure. The operation of the tariff 
renders the tariff higher than it ap- 
pears to be. For example, the duty 
on buggies is 35 per cent. but the 
Customs House fixes the value of 
every imported American buggy at 
$40, though the true value may be 
only $30. Similarly, while the duty 
on the larger farm implements, such 
as binders and mowers, was reduced 
by the Protectionist Conservative 
Government from 35 to 174 per cent. 
the excessive valuation now imposed 
upon American binders greatly dimi- 
inishes the amount of the apparent 
relief. ’’ 

Later in his letter the correspondent 
of the Economist adds : 

‘““There is no gainsaying, of course 
that the Liberals have failed to re- 
form the tariff in the root and 
branch manner promised. Taken all 
around, the reductions they have 
made are insignificant, and delega- 
tion after delegation hammers this 
into Sir Wilfrid.”

George A. Bertram, of Toronto, an 
assurance was quietly given to the 
manufacturers that no matter what 
the Liberal leaders and the Liberal 
newspapers might promise , no harm 
would be done them ‘if the Liberals 
won. The Dominion continues: ‘‘Sir 
Wilfrid surrendered to the protec?- 
ionists in 1896, and the proof of it is 
found in many things that occurred 
then and since. Hon. David Mills; an 
honest low tariff man, was excluded 
from the cabinet until after the ‘ re- 
vision’ of 1897, and the bargain 
made with the manufacturers carried 
out, and it was safe to admit him 
and stop the glamor of the old Lib- 
erals at his exclusion. Sir Richard 
Cartwright was not taken in until 
he consented to be muzzled. Tariff 
tinkering since had been in the inter- 
est of the manufacturers and the 
bounties have been continued.”’ 

And it further goes on: The manu- 
facturers, or at least the great ma- 
jority of them, Grit and Tory, favor 
the present men in power for many 
reasons. They get what they want 
in the way of duties, draw-backs, bo- 
nuses and bounties, and of course 
the greater the expenditure on all 
kinds of public works the better for 
them and the better for the army of 
facorities and contractors and the 
still greater army ofcamp followers 
behind them.’’ 

The Dominion goes on to urge a 
real policy of lower duties and of dis 
regard of ‘‘ the interests.”
